Postmaster \Y. B. Tscliarncr, pres­ 
ident of the Wisconsin State P ost­ 
masters’ association, created no end 
of discussion at the convention of the 
National Association of Postmasters 
by reading a paper on “ Rules and 
Regulations."

tains very little 
sugar 
and 
much 


starch. 
This starch is turned to su­ 


gar by causing the grain to sprout. 


Barley is the grain for this purpose 


and when it is sprouted and dried it 
is called malt. 
The barley for malt­ 
ing is placed in heaps on the floor of 
the malt-house and water is poured 
on it to make it sprout. 
W hen it is 
sprouted and sugar is forming, it is 
spread out to dry. 
When dry it is twitted with other 
Trains or meal to turn their starch 
ito sugar and this is the way the 
tigar is obtained for making the ai­ 
oli ol in beer. 
The malt and the grain are ground 
up and mashed, then soaked in water. 
This water is strained off and what is 
left is called the grains 
The water 
dissolves tile -agar and makes 
the 
sweet wort. 
It is then boiled with 
hops to give it a bitter taste and to 
keep it 
from spoiling. 
Then it 
is 
turned into great shallow vessels to 


cmo] and then run into the vat-< where 
yeast is put in to make it ferment and 


I turn the >ugar into alcohol. 
That is what this long and difficult 
process comes to; getting rid of the 
food properties of the grain and pro- 
jducing alcohol. 
Grain is nutritious: it is good food: 
we can live on it. 
Beer is not nutri- 
] lions although it is made from the 
same kind of grain we make 
.into 
I bread. 
First, about one quarter, or twcnty- 
! five per cent of the nutrition is lost 
, in malting or sprouting, 
and 
then 
about one-third or thirty-three 
per 
cent L left in the grains and these 
are fed to the cattle. 
Still more nutrition is lost in the 
settlings, as the settlings are thrown 
I away. 
In this way they get rid of all the 
j nutriment hut the sugar, and that they 
turn into alcohol. 
So the pretense that beer is very 
nutritious because it is made from 
grain is wholly false: the entire pro­ 
cess being devoted to getting rid of 
the nutriment and producing alcohol 
which 1^ a poison and not a food.
